Minister Oduber, at the 
groundbreaking of the fisher¬ 
man’s pier in Cura Cabai, ex¬ 
pressed great satisfaction for 
what was about to tran¬ 
spire. . .the renovation and ex¬ 
pansion of this pier. He 
remarked that he had visited 
the site some three times and 
had spoken to the fishermen. 
The fishermen cited the limi¬ 
tations of the pier and the 
need they have felt for many 
years. 

Oduber then talked to the 
Hadicurari Foundation and 
DLV/Santa Rosa regarding 
the need of both the Cura 


Cabai pier and other piers 
that are long overdue on re¬ 
pair or renovation. 

The Minister shared his 
observation of the reaction 
from the fishermen when he 
shared his intention to do 
something about the problem. 
He shared how their reaction 
was one of....sure, you’re 
just another one making 
promises you will not keep! 
The Minister promised at that 
time to return in the month of 
March to begin the work, but 
as the month of March ended 
and April also, they began 
calling the Minister’s Office 


to find out what the status of 
the project was. 

Oduber said they suffered 
a slight delay, but are ready 
now to begin the job. With 
his own hands on the drill, 
the job was started. Contrac¬ 
tors have indicated that the 
project should be completed 
within 60 days. 

The pier will be expanded 
by 20 meters, which is a 
triplification of its current 
size. 

After the first phase, the 
pier will be expanded in the 
shape of a “T” with an addi¬ 
tional 20 meters. The area 
will be equipped with water 
and electricity and the neces¬ 
sary tools to be able to make 
this a fishing center similar to 
the one in Noord. 

The Minister proudly an¬ 
nounced to Ruben, Compayo 
and the other fishermen of 
Cura Cabai and Zeewijk, 
that....’’today we are here to 
comply with our promise and 
to start the job that was prom¬ 
ised you so many years ago, 
we have come to comply 
today.”

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Nazi guard freed after 
German conviction

MUNICH, Germany (AFP) - 
A German court sentenced 
Thursday former Nazi death 
camp guard John Demjanjuk 
to five years in jail but freed 
him pending a possible appeal 
and because of his advanced 
age. 

Ukrainian-born Demj an- 
juk, 91, was convicted of help¬ 
ing kill almost 30,000 people 
while a guard at the Sobibor 
extermination camp in Ger- 
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Security tightened for Obama's

man-occupied Poland in 1943. 

But presiding judge Ralph 
Alt ordered his immediate re¬ 
lease, pending a final decision 
by a federal court and possible 
appeal, saying the accused no 
longer posed a threat to soci¬ 
ety. 

He has also spent the past 
two years in jail here and, as a 
stateless person, having been 
stripped of his US citizenship 
in 2002, was unlikely to be 
able to leave the country. 

This was the second time 
Demjanjuk, a retired auto fac¬ 
tory worker, was sentenced in 
connection with Nazi crimes. 

In the 1980s he was sen¬ 
tenced to death in Israel after a 
court found him guilty of 
being ’’Ivan the terrible”, the 
name given to a sadistic 
Ukrainian guard at the Tre- 
blinka death camp. 

But the Supreme Court 
later overturned the decision 
after establishing they had the 
wrong man. 

On Thursday, following an 
18-month trial, a German 
court decided he had indeed 
served as a guard, but under 
his original name "Ivan Dem¬ 
janjuk”, and at Sobibor. 

His German judges said 
they were convinced he had 
assisted in the killing of at 
least 28,060 people, most of 
them Jews, deported to Sobi¬ 
bor and immediately gassed 
there between April and Au¬ 
gust 1943. 

The court said Demjanjuk, 
a former Red Army soldier 
captured during the war by the 
Germans, accepted an offer to 
serve Nazi forces as a prison 
guard and served at Sobibor 
from March to September 
1943. 

He was automatically 
guilty of assisting in the 
killings because of the nature 
of his job there, it 

Demjanjuk, who pleaded 
not guilty, kept silent during 
the trial.

NAIROBI (AFP) - Kenya 
has tightened security around 
the home of US President 
Barack Obama's step-grand- 


mother after the killing of 
Osama bin Laden, an official 
said Thursday. 

"In the wake of security 
challenges including terror 
threats, I can confirm that we 
decided to enhance security 
at the home of Mama Sarah 
...,” said regional administra¬ 
tor Francis Mutie, using the 
popular name for Obama's 
step-grandmother who lives 
in western Kenya. 

There have been no direct 
threats against the family but 
Kenya is on alert following 
warnings from Al-Qaeda fol¬ 
lowers after bin Laden was 
killed by US special forces in 


Pakistan on May 2. 

"All visitors going to the 
home will have to be thor¬ 
oughly vetted. They will un¬ 
dergo security screening 
before they are cleared to 
visit the home,” Mutie said. 

The elderly Sarah 
Obama's homestead has been 
guarded since her step-grand¬ 
son was elected president in 
2008. 

Sarah Obama was the 
third wife of President 
Obama's paternal grandfa¬ 
ther, Hussein Onyango 
Obama. Although not a blood 
relation, Obama often refers 
to her as his grandmother. 


Pakistan to review US anti-terror 


cooperation 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan 
(AFP) - Pakistan said Thurs¬ 
day it would review counter¬ 
terrorism cooperation with the 
United States as it comes 
under growing domestic pres¬ 
sure to punish Washington for 
the Osama bin Laden raid. 

It was unclear if the move 
was intended as a threat, but it 
showed the extent of the task 
facing US Senator John Kerry 
as he prepares to embark on a 
mission to shore up badly 
strained ties with Washing¬ 
ton's nuclear-armed ally. 

Washington did not inform 
Islamabad that an elite team of 
Navy SEALs had helicoptered 
into the garrison town of Ab- 
bottabad on May 2 until the 
commandos had cleared Pak¬ 
istani airspace carrying with 
them bin Laden's corpse. 

The raid has plunged Pak¬ 
istani politics into turmoil 
with both President Asif Ali 
Zardari and Prime Minister 
Yousuf Raza Gilani facing 
calls to resign amid growing 
anti-American sentiment. 

The cabinet's defence com¬ 


mittee held a meeting on 
Thursday, chaired by Gilani 
and attended by armed forces 
chiefs and other ministers, 
saying afterwards it had 
"comprehensively” reviewed 
the post-bin Laden situation. 

The committee decided "to 
institute an inter-agency 
process to clearly define the 
parameters of our cooperation 
with the US in counter-terror¬ 
ism,” an official statement 
said. 

This would be done "in ac¬ 
cordance with Pakistan's na¬ 
tional interests and the 
aspirations of the people,” 
said the statement, which re¬ 
newed condemnation of the 


"US unilateral action in viola¬ 
tion of Pakistan?s sover¬ 
eignty.” 

Washington is pressing Is¬ 
lamabad to investigate how 
bin Laden and several wives 
and children had managed to 
live for five years under the 
noses of its military in a town 
just 40 miles (65 kilometers) 
north of the capital. 

CIA director Leon Panetta 
laid bare the mistrust between 
the allies when he said the 
United States did not warn 
Pakistan in advance about the 
raid because it feared Pak¬ 
istani officials would have 
alerted the Al-Qaeda chief.

'Dwarf planet' is covered 
In crystal ice

Value of pirated software 
nearly $59 billion: study 


PARIS, France (AFP) - A 
bizarre mini-planet that orbits 
the Sun in deep space is cov¬ 
ered with crystallised water, 
European astronomers re¬ 
ported on Thursday. 

Around 2,000 ldlometres 
(1,200 miles) long, the 
’’dwarf planet” of Haumea 
lurks in the Kuiper Belt, 
which comprises rocks that 
move in a lonely orbit be¬ 
yond Neptune. 

Haumea, named after a 
Hawaiian goddess of fertility 
and childbirth, was discov¬ 
ered in 2004 but detailed 
views of it are very rare and 
even now its precise orbit and 
size are unknown. 

New sightings by a team 
from the European Southern 
Observatory (ESO) using a 
giant telescope in the Chilean 
desert describe Haumea as 
having the shape of a ’’flat¬ 
tened rugby ball.” 

Despite its immense dis¬ 
tance from Earth, Haumea 
shines brightly in space 
thanks to a reflective surface 
of water ice that covers a 
rocky body.

Endeavour crew in 
Florida for shuttle 
launch 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Flo-rida 
(AFP) - Six astronauts ar¬ 
rived at Kennedy Space Cen¬ 
ter on Thursday ahead of the 
second to last US space 
shuttle flight, with Endeav¬ 
our set to lift off on Monday 
after a technical delay. The 
crew includes five Ameri¬ 
cans and Italian astronaut 
Roberto Vittori. Endeavour 
will carry a $2-billion, seven- 
ton particle physics detector, 
which will be left at the 
space station to scour the 
universe for dark matter and 
antimatter. 


and all of Hi’iaka, one of two 
satellites along with Namaka, 
have this icy coating, ESO 
said. 

The ice is unusual because 
it is crystalline, meaning that 
it has an ordered structure, it 
said in a press release. 

Crystalline structures are 
destroyed by sunlight, so 
other energy sources are 
needed to keep the ice organ¬ 
ised on Haumea and Hi'iaka, 
rather than meld into shape¬ 
less, amorphous frost. 

The ESO scientists believe 
that two sources are available 
for doing this — a trio of radi¬ 
ogenic elements (potassium- 
40, thorium-232 and 
uranium-238) that lie beneath 
the icy crust and ’’tidal 
forces” provided by the grav¬ 
itational give-and-take be¬ 
tween Haumea and her 
daughters. 

Haumea spins completely 
in less than four hours, giving 
it one of the fastest rotation 
speeds in the Solar System. 

The mini-planet’s strange 
shape may derive from the 
ultra-fast spin, which could 
have been conferred by a tan¬ 
gential collision with another 
space rock. 

The whack could also 
have gouged out two splin¬ 
ters which became Hi’iaka 
and Namaka. 

It is the fifth largest ’’dwarf 
planet,” a category that was 
created in 2006 by the Inter¬ 
national Astronomical Union 
(IAU) and is headed by Pluto, 
which was formerly desig¬ 
nated a full-fledged planet. 

The two satellites of 
Haumea are named after the 
goddess's daughters. Hi'iaka 
measures around 400 kms 
(250 miles) across, and Na¬ 
maka is around 200 kms (120 
miles). 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -

Many in US seek 
health information 
online: study

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 


Four out of five Internet users 
have searched for health in¬ 
formation online, but the Web 
is still no substitute for the 
doctor when it comes to a 
personal medical issue, said a 
US study Thursday. 

The survey was based on 
telephone interviews with 
3,001 adults in the United 
States in August and Septem¬ 
ber 2010, conducted by 
Princeton Survey Research 
Associates International and 
published by the Pew Re¬ 
search Center's Internet and 
American Life Project. 

Eighty percent of Internet 
users, or about 59 percent of 
the US population, searched 
online for one of 15 health is¬ 
sues, whether a food recall, 
environmental hazard, or in¬ 
formation on a specific dis¬ 
ease, hospital or doctor. 

One in three US adults said 
the Internet helped inform 
their own medical decisions or 
those of someone they know, 
and only three percent said 
they or someone they know 
has been harmed by following 
online health advice. 

Blogs were also popular 
for learning about other peo¬ 
ple's experiences. 

Thirty-four percent of In¬ 
ternet users said they have 
read someone else's commen¬ 
tary or experience about health 
or medical issues on an online 
news group, website or blog. 


censed software also made its 
way into the market,” the 
BSA said. 

At $31.9 billion, emerging 
economies accounted for 
over half the commercial 
value of pirated software last 
year, the BSA said in its 
eighth Global Software 
Piracy Study. 

While PC shipments to 
emerging economies ac¬ 
counted for half the world's 
total last year, the value of 
paid software licenses in 
those economies accounted 
for less than 20 percent of the 
world total, the study said. 

While the value of pirated 
software rose, the global 
piracy rate for PC software 
dropped by a single percent¬ 
age point in 2010 to 42 per¬ 
cent, the study found. 

Central and Eastern Eu¬ 
rope and Latin America had 
the world's highest piracy 
rate, with 64 percent of PC 
software pirated, while North 
America had the lowest, with 
21 percent, the study found. 

Software piracy was also 
found to be rampant in the 
Asia-Pacific region, with a 
piracy rate of 60 percent, fol¬ 
lowed by The Middle East 
with 58 percent and Western 
Europe with 33 percent. 

And while the United 


States was tied with Japan for 
the lowest piracy rate, at 20 
percent, it ranked at the top in 
terms of the commercial 
value of pirated PC software, 
estimated at $9.5 billion dol¬ 
lars. 

It was followed by China, 
with $7.8 billion, and Russia, 
with $2.8 billion. 

The study was carried out 
with technology research 
firm IDC and covered 116 
countries and regions. The 
piracy rate dropped last year 
in 51 of the 116 areas studied 
and went up in 15, the BSA 
said. 

It said the most common 
form of software piracy was 
to buy a single copy of soft¬ 
ware and install it on multiple 
computers, a practice which 
51 percent of PC users sur¬ 
veyed in emerging markets 
mistakenly believe is legal. 

"There's an awareness gap 
where many people don't 
even understand that they're 
stealing software,” BSA pres¬ 
ident Matt Reid said. 

"Governments need to be 
investing in educating the 
public about the value of in¬ 
tellectual property. They also 
need to make sure that the 
right laws are in place, and 
then they need to get out and 
enforce those laws.”

Research Suggests 1 in 7 
Strokes Happens During 
Sleep 



A hemorrhagic stroke occurs when 
a blood vessel bursts within the brain. 



An ischemic stroke occurs when 
a blood clot blocks the blood flow 
in an artery within the brain. 


— About 14 percent of 
strokes happen while people 
are sleeping, lowering the 
chance that they'll be able to 
get to the hospital in time for 
a potentially brain-saving 
treatment, a new study sug¬ 
gests. 

"Because the only treat¬ 
ment for ischemic stroke must 
be given within a few hours 
after the first symptoms 
begin, people who wake up 
with stroke symptoms often 
can't receive the treatment 
since we can't determine 
when the symptoms started," 
Dr. Jason Mackey, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Cincinnati and a 
study co-author, said in a 
news release from the Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Neurology. 
"Imaging studies are being 
conducted now to help us de¬ 
velop better methods to iden¬ 
tify which people are most 
likely to benefit from the 
treatment, even if symptoms 
started during the night." 

In the study, researchers 
examined the medical records 
of 1,854 adults who suffered 
from ischemic strokes in a 


one-year pe¬ 
riod and were 
treated at 
emergency 
rooms in the 
Cincinnati 
area. Is¬ 
chemic stroke 
is caused by 
blocked blood 
flow in the 
brain, usually 
because of a 
clot. 

In 14 per¬ 
cent of the cases, people 
woke up with symptoms of a 
stroke. That would account 
for 58,000 people who visit 
emergency rooms with stroke 
systems annually, the study 
authors pointed out. 

Of 273 people who had so- 
called "wake-up strokes," at 
least 98 would have been eli¬ 
gible for treatment with a 
blood clot-busting drug called 
tPA if doctors had known 
when the stroke had begun, 
the study reported. 

"If a stroke started more 
than a few hours ago, tPA is 
not indicated because it can 
cause bleeding that will ex¬ 
tend and enlarge the stroke," 
explained Dr. Byron K. Lee, 
associate professor of medi¬ 
cine and director of the Elec¬ 
trophysiology Laboratories 
and Clinics at the University 
of California, San Francisco. 
"In wake-up strokes, it's 
nearly impossible to know 
when the symptoms started 
[so] tPA is not an option and, 
therefore, the neurologic 
deficits have a higher chance 
of becoming permanent." 


If you wake up feeling 
strange symptoms, Lee said, 
don't sit around. "People 
should not wait for any new 
neurologic deficits in the 
morning to pass or go away as 
they become less groggy," he 
said. "They should seek med¬ 
ical attention immediately. 
Even though tPA may not be 
an option in wake-up strokes, 
there are many other treat¬ 
ments that can be given in an 
emergency room or hospital." 
According to the National 
Stroke Association, symp¬ 
toms of a stroke include: 

* Sudden paralysis or 
weakness in the face or limbs, 
especially on one side of the 
body 

* Sudden problems with 
balance or walking 

* Sudden vision problems 

* Slurred speech 

* Sudden confusion or 
problems speaking or under¬ 
standing simple statements 

* Sudden severe headache 
with no apparent cause 
Stroke experts offer a sim¬ 
ple way to help people re¬ 
member what to look for if 
they think they are witness¬ 
ing a stroke: Think FAST 
(Face, Arms, Speech, Time): 

*Face: See if the person is 
able to smile, or if one side of 
their face seems to droop. 

*Arms: Can the person 
raise both arms, or does one 
side drift downward? 

* Speech: See if the person 
is able to speak clearly or re¬ 
peat a simple phrase. 

*Time: Call emergency 
immediately if the person ex¬ 
hibits any of these signs.

bedbugs carry 
superbug bacteria

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Could bloodsucking bedbugs 
get any creepier? Turns out, 
the answer is yes. 

Bedbugs carrying potent 
drug-resistant staph bacteria 
have been found in a poor sec¬ 
tion of Vancouver, Canada, 
said a report released by the 
US Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention this week. 

Five bedbugs were plucked 
off the bodies of three hospi¬ 
talized patients from a rough 
section of downtown Vancou¬ 
ver where rates of poverty, 
HIV and injection drug use 
are high. 

The bugs were tested and 
found to be infected with me- 
thicillin-resistant Staphylo¬ 
coccus aureus (MRSA) and 
vancomycin-resistant Entero¬ 
coccus faecium (VRE), said 
the CDC's Emerging Infec¬ 
tious Diseases report. 

It was unclear whether the 
people infected the bugs or the 
bugs infected the people. 

"To our knowledge, no 
conclusive evidence has 
demonstrated disease trans¬ 
mission by bedbugs," said the 
study, which called for further 
research due to the admittedly 
small sample of patients. 

"Bedbug carriage of 
MRSA, and the portal of entry 
provided through feeding, 
suggests a plausible potential 
mechanism for passive trans¬ 
mission of bacteria during a 
blood meal." 

In other words, contamina¬ 
tion could theoretically hap¬ 
pen if a person scratches 
where a bedbug has attached 


to the skin, causing an abra¬ 
sion that allows the bacteria 
room for entry. 

MRSA is a staph infection 
increasingly seen in hospitals 
that can turn deadly if it gets 
into the bloodstream or a sur¬ 
gical wound. 

VRE is a type of bacteria 
that can live on the skin and in 
the intestines without harming 
a person, but can cause seri¬ 
ous health issues in people 
who are ill or have weakened 
immune systems. 

Both bacteria have devel¬ 
oped resistance to many an¬ 
tibiotics. 

As many as 31 percent of 
people living in that section of 
Vancouver, known as Down¬ 
town Eastside, have reported 
bedbug infestations, and both 
VRE and MSRA infections 
are commonly seen at the 
nearby Saint Paul's Hospital, 
the report said. 

A boom in bedbug popula¬ 
tions has been witnessed 
across North America and 
western Europe over the past 
10 years. Researchers believe 
the surge may be fueled by in¬ 
creasing world travel and 
growing resistance to pesti¬ 
cides.

US Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates said on Thurs¬ 
day the air war in Libya has 
cost the United States 
roughly $750 million to 
date, more than initially an¬ 
ticipated by the Pentagon. 

"It's probably at this point 
somewhere in the ballpark 
of 750 million dollars,” 
Gates told US Marines dur¬ 
ing a visit to the Camp Leje- 
une base in North Carolina. 

The Pentagon had previ¬ 
ously estimated the opera¬ 
tion had cost the US military 
$604 million from the start 
of international air strikes 
on March 19 to April 4. 

Officials had also pre¬ 


dicted that the price tag for 
the operation would be 
about $40 million per 
month. 

Pentagon officials said 
they did not have an imme¬ 
diate explanation for the rise 
in the cost of the air war. 

Since the beginning of 
April, the United States has 
taken on a supporting role in 
the NATO-led campaign, 
providing refueling tankers 
and surveillance aircraft but 
not fighter jets. 

Starting on April 21, the 
United States also provided 
two unmanned Predator 
drones to join in air strikes 
against Moamer Kadhafi's 
regime. 


'Big Oil' grilled by 
US Congress 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - With 
Americans furious at sky-high 
gasoline prices and tax breaks 
for "Big Oil" under fire, a key 
US Senate committee put five 
senior oil executives in the 
dock on Thursday. 

The bosses of Chevron, 
Shell US, BP America, Cono- 
coPhillips, and ExxonMobil 
appeared before the powerful 
Senate Finance Committee, 
facing allegations they bank 
record profits at taxpayers' ex¬ 
pense. 

President Barack Obama 
and his Democratic allies are 
calling for an end to $2 billion 
a year in tax breaks for the 
biggest players in an industry 
enjoying record profits. 

"Businesses should make a 


profit — that's what drives our 
economy — but do these very 
profitable companies actually 
need taxpayer subsidies?" 
committee chairman and De¬ 
mocrat Max Baucus asked 
pointedly. He quickly an¬ 
swered his own question. "We 
can put this money to better 
use — and we should." 

Executives in turn warned 
that a higher tax bill would 
spell fewer jobs, higher con¬ 
sumer prices and reduced 
competitiveness. 

"Given profits of $35 bil¬ 
lion in just the first quarter 
alone, it's hard to find evi¬ 
dence that repealing these sub¬ 
sidies would cut domestic 
production or cause layoffs," 
he said.

LONDON,United Kingdom 
(AFP) - The euro rallied 
against the dollar in late trad¬ 
ing Thursday, after falling on 
worries about the Greek debt 
crisis. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency was changing hands at 
$1.4247, up from $1.4193 in 
late trading Wednesday. 

It had fallen in early trading 
Thursday to $1.4124, its low¬ 
est level since April 1. 

The dollar fell against the 
Japanese currency, buying 
80.76 yen compared to 81.02 
on Thursday. 

The late rally in the euro 
came after the International 
Monetary fund said on Thurs¬ 
day that its analysis did not 
point to Greece having to re¬ 
structure its debt, noting that 
Athens had hundreds of billion 
of euros in assets it could sell. 


Its comments came amid 
widespread belief on finan¬ 
cial markets that Athens will 
need another 60 billion euros 
in aid over the next two years, 
on top of its current 110 bil¬ 
lion euro EU-IMF loan pro¬ 
gramme, and that ultimately 
it will not be able to avoid re¬ 
structuring its debt. 

The IMF, in separate com¬ 
ments in Washington, also 
said it was willing to consider 
giving Greece "more time" to 
repay its loan as the country 
struggles to stabilise its fi¬ 
nances. 

However Michael Hewson, 
at CMC Markets, said that 
sentiment around the euro re¬ 
mained negative amid the debt 
crises of not only Greece but 
other eurozone nations includ¬ 
ing Portugal and Ireland which 
have also had to go cap in 
hand to the European Union 
and IMF for a bailout package. 

Last year, Greece under¬ 
took to restructure its economy 
after being granted the multi¬ 
billion euro EU-IMF loan to 
avert insolvency as its borrow¬ 
ing costs soared. 

However, its overall debt 
has swollen to 340 billion 
euros, leading to mounting 
speculation — even from 


Greek officials — that it will 
need other options to maintain 
repayments when its EU-IMF 
loan expires in 2013. 

Sterling slid against the 
euro and dollar after official 
data showed British manufac¬ 
turing output rose only mod¬ 
estly in March. 

Sterling had won support 
on Wednesday after Bank of 
England data indicated that 
Britain was set for an interest 
rate hike before the end of the 
year. 

British interest rates have 
stood at a record-low level of 
0.50 percent since March 
2009 as the country's weak 
economic recovery offsets 
high inflation. 

Gold prices fell along with 
other commodities, ending at 
$lm490 dollars from $1,508 
dollars on Wednesday. 

In London on Thursday, 
the euro changed hands at 
$1.4247 against $1.4193 in 
late New York trading 
Wednesday, at 115.06 yen 
(115.00) and 1.2593 Swiss 
francs (1.2594). 

The dollar stood at 80.76 
yen (81.02) and 0.8839 Swiss 
francs (0.8872). 

The pound was at $1.6308 
(1.6346). 


Growing Dutch longevity takes 
a bite out of Aegon 



THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch insurer 
Aegon on Thursday published 
a 12 percent drop in net profit 
for first quarter 2011 from the 
same period last year, linking 
it to increasing life expectancy 
in the Netherlands. 

The company showed a net 
profit of 327 million euros 
($463 million), down from 
372 million euros in the first 
quarter of 2010. 

The result clocked in lower 
than predicted by analysts 
polled on the Dow Jones 
newswires, who banked on a 
net profit of 335 million euros. 

"In the Netherlands we 
have observed a strong in¬ 


crease in life expectancy," 
Aegon's chief executive Alex 
Wynaendts said in a statement. 

"A growth in life ex¬ 
pectancy means we have to 
pay pensions for longer as part 
of our pension-saving 
schemes," Aegon spokesman 
Dick Schiethart told AFP. 

Life expectancies in the 
Netherlands were 78.8 years 
for men and 82.2 years for 
women in 2010, according to 
the national Dutch statistics 
office. 

By 2020, this is expected to 
climb to 80.64 years for men 
and 84.05 years for women, 
the statistics office added. 

In the first quarter of this 
year Aegon took out a provi¬ 
sion of 24 million euros for 
longevity in the Netherlands 
and planned to add an average 
of 20 million euros per quarter 
to the provision, it said. 

Aegon, which received 
three billion euros from the 


Dutch government amid the 
global financial crisis in Octo¬ 
ber 2008, hopes to repay the 
outstanding figure of 1,75 bil¬ 
lion euros by the end of June. 

Aegon has more than 40 
million clients, mainly in the 
Netherlands, the United States 
and Britain. It holds the pen¬ 
sions of a quarter of Dutch cit¬ 
izens.

Near the southern tip of Aruba 
is an area known as Roger’s 
Beach. Crescent shaped, it 
curves out to the Caribbean, 
creating a handsome lagoon of 
bath-warm water. At the far 
end of the beach are a few 
small docks where fisherman 
moor their boats. 

Some of the best views of 
Rogers Beach actually can be 
found underwater. This is not 
because the views on land are 
not great because they are 
spectacular. It is just what is in 
the water that makes it better. 
This beach actually is in reef- 
protected water, so you have to 
snorkel if you go to this beach. 
You will be missing half the 
view if you do not. You can 
find this beauty near the south¬ 
ern tip of the island near Sint 
Nicolaas.

After bin Laden death, a boom 
in SEAL imposters

VIRGINIA BEACH, Virginia 
(AFP) - In the fortnight since 
elite US Navy SEALs killed 
Osama bin Laden, faux com¬ 
mandos wearing the SEALs’ 
gold trident and medals on 
their chests have been pop¬ 
ping up all over the place. 

SEALs have been spotted 
in improbable places ,a man 
who identified himself as 
Gene said on a chat forum on 
US Navy SEALs, an unoffi¬ 
cial website that posts videos, 
sells T-shirts and has chat fo¬ 
rums about SEALs, that he 
has met ’’so-called SEALs on 


a Greyhound bus (a kid barely 
19), at Wal-Mart (had a tri¬ 
dent pinned to a golf hat), and 
at Taco Bell. 

’’Funny, I never knew 
SEALs weighed 300 pounds 
(140 kilos),” Gene wrote. 

A woman on the chat 
forum said her mother is dat¬ 
ing a man she met on My- 
Space who claims he was ’’the 
commander of Team Six 
when bin Laden was taken 
out. 

"He is overweight, has a 
bad knee, and tells her 
EVERYTHING about the 


'missions' he gets sent away 
for,” wrote the woman who 
signed herself "Skeptical 
Daughter,” wondering if 
SEALs really behave and 
look that way. 

In an interview published 
in a Pennsylvania newspaper, 
preacher Jim Moats recounted 
his heady days as a SEAL 
during the Vietnam war. 

Moats said he was water- 
boarded during training to 
toughen him up in case he got 
captured by the North Viet¬ 
namese and was put on dish¬ 
washing detail after getting 
into a fight in a club. 

If it sounded like it was 
straight out of a movie, it’s 
because it was - Steven Sea¬ 
gal's 1992 film "Under 
Siege”. 

Retired real SEAL Don 
Shipley called the newspaper 
and told them Moats was a 
fraud. The pastor fessed up to 
the paper and to his parish¬ 
ioners that he had been lying 
about being a SEAL for years. 

Prior to the raid that killed 
bin Laden, Shipley was inves¬ 
tigating 15-20 fraudulent 
SEAL claims a day, he told 
AFP.

Ventoso wins 6th Giro stage, 
Vfeening holds lead

FIUGGI, Italy (AFP) - Spain’s 
Francisco Ventoso won the 
sixth stage of the Giro d'ltalia 
here on Thursday, while Dutch 
rider Pieter Weening of 
Rabobank held on to the over¬ 
all leader's pink jersey. 

Movistar's Ventoso won a 
sprint finish on a slight hill 
ahead of Italy's Alessandro 
Petacchi, winner of Sunday's 
second stage at Parma, after 
the 216km hilly run around the 
Latium region of Rome. 

Italy's Roberto Ferrari fin¬ 
ished third ahead of compa¬ 
triot Danilo Di Luca, who had 
launched an attack on the final 
lkm climb before being 
caught. 

"It was one of the stages 


that I had imagined in my head 
in this Giro," said Ventoso, 
after achieving his first Giro 
stage win. 

"Alessandro (Petacchi) was 
behind me, I felt that he was 
trying to overtake me and I 
was afraid that he'd overtake 
me. 

"Luckily it didn't happen 
that way. Now I hope to 
achieve another good result," 
added the 29-year-old, who 
won the Paris-Brussels race 
last year, and achieved his fifth 
success of this season. 

Lampre rider Petacchi ad¬ 
mitted he made a bad mistake 
in his strategy. 

"Danilo Di Luca acceler¬ 
ated very strong in the final 


kilometre. I took off in pursuit 
and I let Ventoso overtake me 
on purpose. But in the end I 
found myself 'dry'. I couldn't 
overtake him. I hoped he'd 
weaken but with 40 metres to 
go I knew. 

"There were quite a few 
climbs on this stage. Maybe he 
climbs better than me, in any 
case he was in better shape." 

The stage was controlled 
early by a breakaway group of 
five riders — Jussi Veikkanen, 
Kristof Vandewalle, Frederik 
Veuchelen, Sacha Modolo and 
Yaroslav Popovych — who 
built up a lead of nearly six 
minutes at the half-way point. 

After a big effort from 
Ukraine's Popovych, it was 
Belgian Vandewalle who pro¬ 
longed the effort until 1500 
metres from the line. 

Britain's Mark Cavendish 
could not participate in the 
final sprint as he was already 
trailing on the climb towards 
Fiuggi and after holding the 
pink jersey four days ago is 
now trailing down the field 
over 35 minutes behind Ween¬ 
ing. 

Friday's seventh stage sees 
the riders head for the hills 
with a 110km run from Mad- 
daloni to Montevergine di 
Mercogliano, in which the 
final 17.1km is at a five per¬ 
cent gradient.

Serena out Of Federer stunned by Gasquet, Nadal 
F r enCh O pen shrugs off fever in Rome tennis 



PARIS, France (AFP) - For¬ 
mer world number one Serena 
Williams on Thursday was 
forced to pull out of the 
French Open, the tournament 
she won in 2002, after failing 
to recover from a long-term 
foot injury, the French tennis 
federation said. 

Williams, a 13-time Grand 
Slam singles champion, has 
not played a top-level match 
since winning last year's 
Wimbledon title after cutting 
her right foot on broken glass 
last July, an injury that re¬ 


quired two operations. 

"Serena has not sufficiently 
recovered from her health 
problems," said a French ten¬ 
nis federation (FFT) state¬ 
ment. 

As well as her foot injury, 
Williams also suffered a pul¬ 
monary embolism in February 
that led to an emergency oper¬ 
ation to remove a blood clot 
from her lung, a health con¬ 
cern she called the scariest 
moment of her life. 

Serena's sister Venus, a 
seven-time Grand Slam cham¬ 
pion with five Wimbledon ti¬ 
tles, is also a doubt for the 
French Open. 

She has not played since 
she pulled out of the Aus¬ 
tralian Open in January with 
abdominal pain and a sore 
right hip. 

Meanwhile, the FFT also 
confirmed that Russia's for¬ 
mer world number one Dinara 
Safina, the 2008 and 2009 
runner-up, has also pulled out 
of the French Open with a 
back injury. 

This year's French Open 
starts on May 22. 


ROME Italy(AFP) - Roger 
Federer's French Open prob¬ 
lems piled up on Thursday 
when he was dumped out of 
the Rome Masters by Richard 
Gasquet but world number 
one Rafael Nadal shook off a 
fever to make the quarter-fi¬ 
nals. 

World number three Fed¬ 
erer went down 4-6, 7-6 (7/2), 
7-6 (7/4) in the third round to 
Frenchman Gasquet, a worry¬ 
ing setback less just 10 days 
before the start of Roland Gar¬ 
ros, the second Grand Slam of 
the season. 

Nadal, the defending 
French Open champion, 
quickly put behind him what 
he described as his worst clay 
performance in memory on 
Wednesday to streak into the 
quarter-finals with a 6-4, 6-2 
win over compatriot Feliciano 
Lopez. 

Federer broke Gasquet in 
the seventh game of the first 
set before serving it out and 
when he broke again in the 
fifth game of the second, it 
looked like he would be in for 
a short afternoon. 

But Gasquet displayed pre¬ 



viously unseen grit and deter¬ 
mination to fight back in the 
eighth game and then take the 
tie-break. 

The decider also went to a 
tie-break that saw two early 
mini-breaks apiece before 
Gasquet took the initiative 
when Federer missed a back¬ 
hand. 


Leading 5-4 and with two 
serves to come, Gasquet held 
his nerve while Federer made 
errors off both wings to hand 
the match to the Frenchman. 

It was only Gasquet's sec¬ 
ond victory against the record 
16-time Grand Slam winner in 
10 meetings, his first coming 
in 2005 in Monte Carlo in 
their first match when he was 
still a teenager. 

Nadal played much better 
than in his troubled three-set 
victory over Italian qualifier 
Paolo Lorenzi on Wednesday 
insisting that his poor form 
had been due to a fever and 
not the pressure of having lost 
last week's Madrid final to 
Novak Djokovic.

James 1 late heroics help Heat 
oust Celtics

MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - Le¬ 
Bron James and the Miami 
Heat put the final touches on 
their second round playoff se¬ 
ries with a dramatic fourth 
quarter finish and are now 
ready for an even bigger chal¬ 
lenge. 

Miami on Wednesday ad¬ 
vanced to the NBA playoff 
semi-finals, defeating the 
Boston Celtics 97-87 with the 
help of some clutch late bas¬ 
kets from James and a team- 
high 34 points by Dwyane 
Wade. 

Miami took advantage of 
three turnovers and five 
missed shots in the final five 
minutes by the Celtics to 
score the last 16 points of the 
fourth quarter and win the se¬ 
ries four games to one. 

Wade finished with 34 
points, 10 rebounds and five 
assists, while James had 33 
points and Chris Bosh added 
14 points and 11 rebounds. 

’’You can never take foot 
off gas because they make 
you fight for everything,” 
James said. ’’They are the rea¬ 
son why all three of us came 
together, that blueprint they 
had. They are a great team.” 

Miami will next play the 
winner of the Chicago and 
Atlanta series. The Bulls lead 
that series three games to 
two. 

It marks the first time the 
Heat are in the NBA semi-fi¬ 
nals since they won the 
league championship five 
years ago. 


James, who put Miami up 
for good with a three-pointer 
with 2:10 remaining, and 
Bosh are in their first season 
with the Heat. After a slow 
start the move to bring the 


two stars together with Wade 
in Florida seems to be work¬ 
ing. 

’’You’re not beating the 
Boston Celtics with one guy 
as the focal point of your of¬ 


fence,” Wade said. ”Thafs 
why I recruited and found 
help. When you have another 
guy that’s capable of doing 
what LeBron does it makes 
the game easier. He had my 
back in a big way. That’s 
what we’ve been doing all 
year.” 

James silenced critics who 
said he couldn’t play well late 
in big games by scoring the 
final 10 points of the fourth 
quarter. 

”1 never even got to all 
that with everything every¬ 
body was saying about me in 
late-game situations,” James 
said. ”1 know what I work 
hard for, and that’s to be put 
in those positions. My coach¬ 
ing staff gave me a lot of con¬ 
fidence. Teammates kept 
giving me confidence, and 
happy to bring it home.” 

Ray Allen led the Celtics 
with 18 points. ’’They played 
a great series, they tested us,” 
Allen said. ”1 tip my hat to 
them and wish them luck 
going forward.” 

Boston lost the game but 
got some good news as coach 
Doc Rivers said he would 
like to return for another sea¬ 
son. 

”I’m a Celtic,” Rivers said. 
’’And I love our guys. I want 
to win again here. I’m com¬ 
petitive as hell, I have a com¬ 
petitive group. So we’ll see. 
That’s where I’m at today. To¬ 
morrow I may change my 
mind.”

Woods limps out of Players 
Championship 


PONTE VEDRA BEACH 
(AFP) - Tiger Woods hobbled 
out of the Players Champi¬ 
onship after nine holes Thurs¬ 
day, the former world number 
one's latest leg injuries leaving 
the immediate prospects for 
his game shrouded in doubt. 

Woods had suffered a left 
knee and Achilles injury dur¬ 
ing the third round of the 
Masters in April and had not 
played since that tie for 
fourth spot at Augusta. 

"The knee acted up and 
then the Achilles followed 
after that and then the calf 
started cramping up," said 
Woods, who trailed his play¬ 
ing partners as they walked 
the course. "Everything 
started getting tight, so it’s 


just a whole chain reaction." 

Woods played his first five 
holes Thursday in five over - 
- including a triple bogey at 
the fourth hole. 

His 42 on the front nine 
was three shots higher than 
his previous worst nine-hole 
score at Sawgrass. 

"The Achilles and knee 
would be sore, but you’re not 
worse than what icing and 
treatment wouldn’t do at 
night," he said. 

Woods' early exit marked 
the second straight year he 
departed in the middle of a 
round at the Players. 

Woods hasn't won a title at 
all since the Australian Masters 
in 2009, which was soon fol¬ 
lowed by the sex scandal that 
eventually ended his marriage.
